TOWN WARRANT 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in said Orange on Tuesday, 
the 14th day of March, 1989, at three o'clock in the afternoon, to act upon 
the following subjects. The polls to remain open until eight p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a Moderator, Town Clerk, a 
Town Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, one Cemetery Agent, one 
Overseer of Public Welfare, one Budget Committee member for three years, two 
Auditors, one Road Agent, one Tax Collector, one Library Trustee, one Deeding 
Agent, one Trustee of Trust Funds for one year and other officers that the 
Town may judge necessary. 


Beginning at seven o'clock in the evening to vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town charges. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of three percent 
on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of the bill, with the 
stipulation that the discount becomes forfeited if it is not deducted by the 
payer at the time payment is made. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of taxes 
and to authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes 
in accordance with provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the 
Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired through the 
Tax Collector's Deed in the Town or to the original owner, as justice may 
require. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of 
resident taxes and authorize the Tax Collector to accept payment in prepayment 
of taxes. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept 
and expend gifts of money or personal property, for the purpose intended by 
the donor and in addition to apply, receive and expend any federal or state 
assistance not anticipated as of the annual Town Meeting, on the condition 
that the Selectmen shall account to the voters of the Town for all such 
additional receipts and expenses in accordance with the provisions of N.H.R.S. 
3L3:95B- 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Highway Block 
Grant Fund of $18,918.59 for construction reconstruction, and maintenance of 
Class 4 or 5 highways and for purchase of equipment. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and/or appropriate the sum 
of $22,599.89 (with trade-in) for the purchase of a new four-wheel-drive, 
one-ton truck, with plow, the money to come from the following sources: a) 
$10,300 from the Truck Fund Capital Reserve, b) $5,000 from the 1989 Highway 
Block Grant Fund, c) $1,629.89 from the unexpended portion of the 1988 Highway 
Block Grant Fund, and d) $5,670 from the general expenses of the Highway 
Department. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
three thousand dollars ($3,000) as a second installment to be added to the 
Tuttle Hill Bridge Replacement Capital Reserve Fund, previously established. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $1,500 to 
repair gravestones in the three Town Cemeteries, as recommended by the 
Cemetery Commission, and to authorize withdrawal from the Cemetery Trust Funds 
for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000 for the work on the Town Hall addition. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,000 for the purpose of drilling a well and for installation to provide 
water for the Town Hall. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and/or appropriate the sum 
of $107,940.59 as called for by the budget submitted by the Budget Committee, 
and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
establish a Study Committee of three members to examine all aspects of what 
might be involved and to make a recommendation as to whether or not it would 
be in the town's best interest to establish a town-sponsored recycling 
program. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will send a message to the Legislature and 
Governor calling for a comprehensive toxics transition law requiring 
coordinated programs of planning, research, and development, education, 
enforcement, and economic incentives to achieve toxics reduction by 
substitution with safer substances. 


ARTICLE 17: (By petition.) To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Town's representatives to the General Court to respond to our solid waste 
crisis by taking all necessary measures to ensure that New Hampshire adopt 
legislation that will permit consumers to return for refund of deposit within 
New Hampshire all soda, beer, wine cooler and liquor containers and that all 
unclaimed deposit monies shall be collected by the state and no less than 80% 
shall be returned annually to local municipalities for the sole purpose of 
implementing, expanding and reimbursing community recycling projects. 


ARTICLE 18: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other officers 
heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 19: To transact any business that may legally come before the meeting 
not in the Warrant. 


ARTICLE 20: The polls shall not close earlier than eight o'clock in the 
evening.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more fires than normal. The 
three leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled 
without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All 
causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may 
be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, Concord Forest Protection 
Headquarters at (603) 271-2217, or local Forest Ranger. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices Law (RSA 224:54) 
goes into effect. This law, in summary, states that a person is guilty of a 
misdemeanor if, in the course of buying or selling a forest product, he uses a 
false weight or measure for falsely determining any quality or quantity of a 
forest product. For more information, contact one of the persons mentioned 
above.

Board.

Former Orange resident, The Honorable Albert Cirone Jr., is the new Judge at 
the Lebanon District Court. The Police Department and the citizens of the 
town will benefit from his knowledge of the area and the people who live here. 


There has been a significant increase in the number of burglaries. The amount 
of losses from these break-ins is low, in part due to the alarm systems that 
could not be penetrated. Fingerprints that I lifted from these break-ins and 
a Similar break-in in Grafton should lead to arrests soon. The criminal 
element should get the message that Orange is not easy pickings and the 
likelihood of getting caught is great. 


Discovery that we had out of town heroin dealers in town was of great concern.

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MASCOMA HOME HEALTH SERVICES 


We ure pleased lo have this opportunity to report on the services and 
accomplishments of Mascoma Home Health Services, now in its twentieth year of 
operation. 


The mission of the agency - to promote health in the individual, the family 
and the community-has not chanyed over the years. However, the scope of 
services has grown determined as the needs of the community have become 
apparent. 


The staff of the agency has increased from one part-time nurse to twenty 
individuals representing other disciplines as well as nursing, many part-time, 
as well as corps of volunteers. All are caring and dedicated to keeping 
people in their own homes for as long as possible by providing nursing, 
therapy, home health aide and homemaking. They are also involved in making 
community programs available that support prevention of health problems by 
offering well child and dental clinics for children 0-6 years of age. Flu and 
blood pressure screening clinics are also available on a regularly scheduled 
basis. 


This year we have made 5785 home visits to 401 individuals. 1428 clinic 
visits have been made. There are five parenting support groups which include 
36 families and 86 children. 


As the fiscal picture for the delivery of health care becomes more cloudy for 
the future we reaffirm our appreciation and thanks to the town of Orange for 
their support of the work of the agency. Mascoma Home Health Services is a 
part of your community and the programs are available to all.

1988 GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS' REPORT 


Unlike town and school budgets which are passed by local voters each March, 
Grafton County budgets are passed by the 28 member Legislative Delegation in 
late June. The State Department of Revenue Administration determines each 
town's share of county taxes based on the town's proportion of total assessed 
valuation in the county. Each town's property tax rate reflects its share of 
county tax as well as town and school taxes. 


In 1988 Grafton County's budget increased from $8.9 million to $10.1 million. 
The amount of the county-budget to be raised by property taxes increased by 
12.85%, from $4.5 million to $5.0 million. (Just under half of the county 
budget is funded by property taxes. The rest is funded by a combination of 
state and federal monies and various user fees.) 


The 1988 county tax increase resulted from a number of factors. A 5% 
wage/salary raise for the county's 250 employees increased the budget by 
$96,000. Operating expenses for a new 34-bed jail wing added $114,000; 
capital expenditures added another $223,000. The county share of 
court-ordered placement costs for juveniles increased $150,000, while the 
county share of nursing home payments for indigents in county and private 
homes was up $338,000. (These two programs, representing almost a quarter of 
the county budget, are determined by state and/or federal legislation, and are 
therefore beyond the county's control.) Finally, the county lost $42,000 in 
revenue with the elimination of federal Revenue Sharing Funds. 


Since 1986 the county has been responsible for several programs formerly paid 
by the towns. These include paying 25% of court-ordered placement costs for 
juveniles and 50% of Old Age Assistance and Aid to the Permanently Disabled. 


Furthermore, during the state financial crisis of the early 1980's, the state 
reduced its share of Medicaid for county nursing home patients from 50% to 
38.5% of the non-federal contribution. Legislation to restore the state's 50% 
share passed the New Hampshire House in 1986 and 1987 but was killed in the 
Senate. Until such legislation passes, counties are forced to make up the 
difference. 


Grafton County operates a 134-bed nursing home, primarily for individuals who 
are eligible for Medicaid. With the opening of a new wing (expected around 
April 1, 1989), the county's correctional facility will expand from 64 to 98 
beds, housing both men and women awaiting trial or sentenced to a year or less 
of incarceration. The county farm, which is one of three in the state and 
continues to be self-supporting, offers work programs for inmates. It also 
provides fresh meat and vegetables for the nursing home and cooperates with 
the Extension Service in experimental agricultural programs. 


The county also maintains the Grafton County Courthouse, renting courtrooms 
and offices to the state-run superior and probate courts, the state probation 
and parole agency and the state division of human services. The courthouse 
also houses an efficient Register of Deeds office, the Grafton County 
Sheriff's Department, the County Attorney's office, Cooperative Extension 
Service, and the Commissioners' Office, which serves as the business office 
for the entire complex. 


The grafton County Commissioners meet weekly on Wednesdays at the Grafton 
County Courthouse in North Haverhill. We encourage public attendance and 
welcome tours of our facilities.
